COMMENTS 

Consider first the list of Chapters 
which have sent the membership fee. 
Note that Missouri, Iowa, Chicago, 
Texas, Pittsburg, Nebraska and New 
York have sent no membership fee. It 
is highly improbable that these Chapters 
have initiated no new members this year. 
It appears, rather, that the Chapters in 
question have overlooked the matter or 
have chosen deliberately not to follow 
the Constitution. 

Inasmuch as a majority of the Chap- 
ters have paid the fee there are two 
alternatives by which the matter can be 



settled equitably: first, return the mem- 
bership fees to those Chapters which 
have paid ; second, compel the delinquent 
Chapters to remit the amount-due. I am 
in favor of the latter plan. 

May I suggest that some discussion be 
had on the advisability of continuing 
this membership fee as a source of in- 
come. Personally, I feel very much in 
favor of it for it offers an easy way of 
obtaining quite a considerable sum of 
money. If all the Chapters had paid 
their membership fees on the same basis 
as those which did pay, the income from 
that source this year would have been 
approximately $270.00. But unless 
every Chapter pays its fees it is unfair 
to those which do to keep such a ruling 
in the Constitution. 

Under the third item, "Balance due 
from 1914-1915 Assessment," there are 
three Chapters still delinquent: Stan- 
ford, $3.00 ; Iowa, $3.52, and Minnesota, 
$0.82. Each Chapter has been twice 
notified by me. Stanford claims that the 
amount has been paid but can show no 
receipt. 

Although the assessment for 1915-16 
was sent out May 27th the response has 
been gratifying in the case of most 
Chapters. The Chapters are listed in 
the Treasurer's Report in the order in 
which their remittances were received. 
At this writing I have not heard from 
Pittsburg, California, Iowa, or Missouri. 
Stanford has informed me that her dele- 
gate is prepared to pay at Chicago. 
Washington's attitude is shown by a let- 
ter to me, a copy of which, together 
with my answer, is in Secretary War- 
ren's hands.
